ORANJESTAD - Mike de 
Meza, Minister of Finance, 
Energy & Communication, has 
reported that in the Caribbean 
region and throughout Europe 
and in other parts of the world, 
Aruba is receiving a great deal 
of attention for our efforts and 
labor in the area of alternative 
energy. For decades we have 
made use of fuel oil, but now 
Aruba is working diligently to 
move away from the conven¬ 
tional system to a more sus¬ 
tainable system. 

This, the Minister claims, 
will reduce our dependence on 
fuel oil.

The change from 
one system to another more 
modem and cost efficient sys¬ 
tem being conducted by WEB 
today is not something we can 
accomplish in a matter of days.

The Minister invited every¬ 
one to attend the upcoming 
Green Amba Conference. Here 
a host of information will be 
shared regarding some of the 
most recent developments in 
the field of alternative energy 
and how countries are moving 
into the Green arena for a 
cleaner environment and more 
cost efficient operations. 

De Mezas also remarked 
that the TNO Delft University 
would be playing a major role 
in the future development of 
Amba as a Green island. 


Child abuse getting the attention of 
the entire community and Parliament 



ORANJESTAD — During a re¬ 
cent Parliament meeting Mi¬ 
nister Michelle Winklaar- 
Hooyboer of Social Affairs, 
emphasized certain aspects re¬ 
lated to the topic of child abuse 
in our community. Child 
abuse, according to the Minis¬ 
ter is a very delicate matter and 
it is not always possible to ar¬ 
rive at a conclusion. 

The Minister explained to 
Parliament that the govern¬ 
ment is implementing a special 
program to help reduce the 
cases of child abuse in our 
community. Towards the end 
of 2009, just prior to a very 
emotional case of child abuse 
here, they had instituted a 
work group of all the stake¬ 
holders with the objective of 
introducing a warning code. 
The intention of this warning 
code is to teach and guide pro¬ 
fessionals who work with chil¬ 
dren, what are the signs to look 
out for when a child has been 
molested or sexually abused. 
They are to learn what steps to 
take without jeopardizing their 
jobs or the child in question. A 
group of medical doctors were 
trained by various Dutch ex¬ 



perts on the topic of child 
abuse and warning signs of 
abuse. 

Last year in the month of 
November a special confer¬ 
ence and workshops were held 
for all those employed in the 
services of the care of children 
to enhance their knowledge on 
the subject. These workshops 
revealed that there is the need 
for more information, conver¬ 
sations and dialogue on the 
subject of child abuse. 

Several decisions were ac¬ 
corded from that conference, 
among others: implement a 
joint protocol for the different 
institutions working in the area 
of child care so that we can 
guarantee the best effectivity, 
parenthood training and child 
raising techniques for parents 
of children between the ages of 
0 to 5 years. 

The White Yellow Cross is 
already receiving said training 
for all of their personnel. CEDE 
Aruba is financing the first 
three years of this program. If 
this program results in being ef¬ 
fective, the government will 
continue subsidizing it. 

Another project is the 


“Triple P” project. This Posi¬ 
tive Parenting Program is de¬ 
signed to support parents and 
professionals of child educa¬ 
tion. The Department of 
“Jeugdgezondheidszorg” has 
begun a so-called Train the 
Trainer program. 

Other programs named by 
the Minister are: the “Tienda di 
Education” which is slated to 
begin in November and which 
will also be financed by CEDE 
Aruba for the first three years. 
Another program is the 
“Tienermoederzorg” which is 
a type of guide and care for 
teenagers during and after their 
pregnancy. The government is 
subsidizing this project with 80 
thousand Aruban florins. 

The government is also 
happy with the project initiated 
by Famia Plania known as “I 
love my Body,” in which 
young people are being made 
aware of issues related to se¬ 
xuality. Over 2305 young peo¬ 
ple participated in a lecture 
held at 10 different schools, 
and social groups. 

The Minister emphasized to 
parliament that the job of com¬ 
bating child abuse is not a job 
limited to the government but 
that the entire community must 
become involved in the 
process. Hence, according to 
Winklaar-Hooyboer, she is 
counting on the unconditional 
support of all institutions and 
social departments of the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Parliament was extremely 
pleased to learn of the myriad 
of programs and projects being 
undertaken relative to the mat¬ 
ter of combating child abuse in 
our community.

Nobel season kicks off 


Cameron warns over eurozone with Medicine Prize 
break-up 


MANCHESTER (AFP) - 
Prime Minister David Came¬ 
ron said yesterday that the eu¬ 
rozone had to get on with 
fixing its financial problems or 
risk pulling down the entire 
world economy. 

Speaking before the start of 
the Conservative annual con¬ 
ference in Manchester, 
Cameron said eurozone lea¬ 
ders must "roll up their 
sleeves" as they only had 
weeks to get it right. 

"Frankly, right now the eu¬ 
rozone is a threat not just to it¬ 
self, but also a threat to the 
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British economy, but a threat 
to the worldwide economy and 
so we have to deal with this," 
he told BBC television. 

He added now was not the 
time for a British referendum 
on whether to stay in or leave 
the 27-member European 
Union — a subject which may 
be debated in the next session 
of parliament. 

"Clearly there is a real 
problem in the eurozone and 
we’ve got to deal with that 
problem," Cameron said. 

"The British government 
has a very clear view, a view 
that we are pushing with part¬ 
ners in Europe, with the Inter¬ 


national Monetary Fund, with 
others about what needs to be 
done," he said. "Strengthening 
the financial mechanisms in 
Europe, greater involvement 
for the IMF, facing up to the 
debts and the problems and 
dealing with them decisively: 
This is what needs to happen." 

Cameron, who is staunchly 
against joining the euro cur¬ 
rency, said it would be "very 
bad" for Britain if the eurozone 
broke up, given that 40 percent 
of British exports went to those 
17 countries. 

He said he suspected the 
eurozone might go down the 
path of much closer economic 


Somali gunman kidnap 
French woman 


LAMU (AFP) - Somali gun¬ 
men have snatched a disabled 
Frenchwoman from a Kenyan 
resort island after a shootout 
with Kenya’s navy, prompting 
France and Britain to extend 
their travel warnings to cover 
Kenya's northern coast. 

The 66-year-old wheel¬ 
chair-bound woman, was 
taken from her home on the 
archipelago of Lamu in east 
Kenya on Saturday by "10 
heavily armed Somali ban¬ 
dits," a Kenyan government 
statement said, adding they 
were "suspected" members of 
Somalia's Shebab Islamist 
rebel group. 

It was the second attack on 
foreigners in one month in this 
part of Kenya near the border 
with war-torn Somalia. 

This is a blow for tourism 
which is a key foreign cur¬ 
rency earner for Kenya, East 
Africa's largest economy. 

Meanwhile Kenyan au¬ 
thorities Sunday were trying 
to establish contact with gun¬ 
men who seized the disabled 
French woman. 

The kidnappers threw away 


her wheelchair, which Dedieu 
has used since an accident 
several years ago. There were 
also concerns over her health 
as Dedieu needs medication 
every four hours. 

Officials said mediators 
have been sent to Somalia in a 
bid to secure the woman's re¬ 
lease but admitted talks could 
be lengthy. 


STOCKHOLM (AFP) - This 
year's Nobel season opened 
today with the Medicine Prize 
announcement, with the presti¬ 
gious awards for Peace and 
Literature both tipped to be 
coloured by the Arab Spring. 

The names of the nominees 
for the Nobel Prizes are kept 
secret by the various commit¬ 
tees, but like every year spec¬ 
ulation has reached fever pitch 
about who will be awarded in 
the fields of medicine, physics, 
chemistry, economics, litera¬ 
ture and peace. 

The Norwegian Nobel 
Committee, which awards the 
Peace Prize, has confirmed a 
record 241 nominations for 
2011, after honouring jailed 
Chinese dissident Liu Xiaobo 
last year. 

Nobel watchers say that in 
a year so dominated by the 
Arab Spring uprising, which 
led to the overthrow of auto¬ 
cratic regimes in Tunisia, 
Egypt and Libya and rattled 
the ones in Syria, Yemen and 
Bahrain, an activist from that 
movement might get the call 
on October 7. 

"The Arab spring is the 
favourite topic this year," Kris¬ 
tian Berg Harpviken, the head 
of the Peace Research Institute 
of Oslo, told AFP. 


If an actor in the Arab 
Spring uprising is honoured, 
Harpviken said his top pick 
would be Israa Abdel Fattah of 
Egypt and the April 6th youth 
Movement that she co-founded 
with Ahmed Maher in 2008. 

The movement, which 
began on Facebook, "played a 
key role in maintaining the di¬ 
rection and non-violent charac¬ 
ter of the uprisings in Egypt," 
he said. 

Also on Harpviken's short¬ 
list was Google executive 
Wael Ghonim, "a principled 
non-violence activist" who 
was a central inspiration to the 
protests on Tahrir Square. 

Tunisia's "Jasmine Revolu¬ 
tion" could also inspire this 
year's award, in which case 
Tunisian blogger Lina Ben 
Mhenni, who chronicled the 
revolution in her country on 
the Internet, figures among the 
favourites. 

Other names circulating are 
Afghan human rights activist 
Sima Samar, Russian human 
rights organisation Memorial, 
Liberian activist Leymah 
Gbowee, Zimbabwean Prime 
Minister Morgan Tsvangirai, 
Germany's ex-chanceller Hel¬ 
mut Kohl and the European 
Union.

For the Literature Prize, which last year went to Peru- vian-Spanish author Mario 

Vargas Llosa, literary circles 
suggest the situation in the 
Middle East could also play a 
role in the Swedish Academy’s 
choice, with Syrian poet Ado¬ 
nis tipped as a favourite. 

In June, Adonis, whose real 
name is Ali Ahmed Said and 
who lives in France, published 
an open letter to Syrian Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad in a 
Lebanese newspaper urging 
him to end the bloody repres¬ 
sion.

Denmark officially appoints 
first woman prime minister 



COPENHAGEN, (AFP) - 
Denmark’s queen Sunday ap¬ 
pointed the country’s first 
woman prime minister after 
Social Democratic leader 
Helle Thorning-Schmidt 
reached a deal on a coalition 
cabinet with two other parties. 

"I have been asked to form 
the next government," Thorn- 
ing-Schmidt, 44, daughter-in- 
law of former British Labour 
party leader Neil Kinnock, 
said as she left the Royal 
Palace to applause from some 
400 bystanders. 

Thorning-Schmidt said the 
new government with the So¬ 
cial Liberal and Socialist Peo¬ 
ple’s parties would appoint its 
ministers on Monday. 

The three parties have been 
negotiating to form a govern¬ 
ment since the September 15 
general elections which gave 
the centre-left a wafer thin vic¬ 


tory over the centre-right gov¬ 
ernment of Liberal leader Lars 
Loekke Rasmussen. 

The three parties of the 
new centre-left government 
have 77 seats in parliament, 
but with the support of the 
left-wing Red Green Party, 
they have a total of 89 seats. 
The former centre-right gov¬ 
ernment and its supporters 
have a total of 86 seats. 

A majority in the 179-seat 
Folketing is 90 seats, with the 
final four seats reserved for 
two representatives each from 
the autonomous overseas ter¬ 
ritories of Greenland and the 
Faroe Islands. Three of these 
seats are centre-left, while one 
is centre right, assuring the 
Helle Thorning-Schmidt ad¬ 
ministration of a majority. 

A news blackout on new 
government policy has been in 
place since negotiations 
began, but some policy indica¬ 
tions have emerged in recent 
days. 

According to Danish 
media, the previous govern¬ 
ment’s reform of the early re¬ 
tirement system will remain in 
place as will the 24-year-rule 
for the introduction of foreign 
spouses but within a relaxed 
immigration policy.

From cannabis beer to seeds, 
Spanish fair has it all

MADRID, (AFP) - Aitor Her¬ 
nandez has been looking to 
buy a new glass pipe to smoke 
cannabis since June but waited 
for an annual cannabis fair 
which got underway Friday 
near Madrid to make his 
choice. 

EXPOcannabis — now in its 
seventh year — features 150 
stands that sell a wide variety 
of items for growing and con¬ 
suming cannabis, from seeds 
with names like "Amnesia 
Lemon" to rolling papers and 
mini-scales. 

Also on display are clothes 
made from the fast-growing 
cannabis plant as well as a beer 
and an energy drink that con¬ 
tain cannabis alongside booths 
offering information on the 
dangers and health benefits of 
smoking marijuana. 


"The goal is to provide in¬ 
formation, clarify misconcep¬ 
tions and move towards a 
greater normalization of 
cannabis use," said fair 
spokeswoman Aura Canon in 
an office set up in the stands of 
the bullring that overlooked a 
giant, orange inflatable lion 
with a joint in its mouth. 

Growing cannabis for per¬ 
sonal use is legal in Spain as is 
consumption of the drug in pri¬ 
vate. But transporting and sell¬ 
ing cannabis is illegal. 

Cannabis is the most com¬ 
monly used drug in Spain with 
27.3 percent of those between 
the ages of 15-64 reporting 
having consumed it at least 
once in their lives, one of the 
highest rates in Europe, ac¬ 
cording to the Lisbon-based 
European Monitoring Centre

"Cannabis culture has a 
long history in Spain because 
of its proximity to Morocco, 
which is a major cannabis 
growing region," said Rail del 
Pinon, the editor of Cannabis 
Magazine which has a 
monthly circulation of 20,000 
copies. 

The fair drew 16,000 visi¬ 
tors last year and the organis¬ 
ers hope to at least match that 
number this year, despite 
Spain’s economic downturn. 

Most of those who attended 
were young men. Some took 
breaks from visiting the booths 
by smoking marijuana in the 
stands of the bullring while lis¬ 
tening to the reggae music that 
blared from the booth of a 
cannabis seed seller. 

"The crowd has changed 
over the years. At first it was 
mostly people interested in 
consuming for recreational 
reasons, now there are more 
people who come because they 
are interested in the medical 
uses of cannabis," said Cano. 

Among the novelties on 
display at this year's fair was 
an industrial strength odour 
neutralizer spray which prom¬ 
ises to replace the smell of 
marijuana with that of freshly 
washed linen. 

"It can also be used to mask 
other scents, like that of a dog 
for example, or it could be use¬ 
ful at a nightclub," said Mark 
Goodwin of British company 
Easy Grow which has the li¬ 
cence to distribute the product 
in Spain.

Turkish womb transplant 
promises hope for women 



21-year-old Derya Sert (R) and

ANTALYA, (AFP) - Lying on 
a hospital bed in her laced vio¬ 
let nightgown, Derya Sert is 
the first woman in the world to 
receive a womb from a de¬ 
ceased donor, raising hopes for 
millions of women to bear a 
child. 

Doctors at Akdeniz Univer¬ 
sity Hospital in Turkey's south¬ 
ern province of Antalya 
sucessfully transplanted a 
womb on August 9 to Sert, 21, 
who was bom without a utems, 
like one in every 5,000 women 
around the world. 

"Happiness, excitement all 
the feelings are mixed," said 
Sert, a housewife married to a 
car mechanic, who has been in 
hospital for around six months. 

"If God allows, we will 
hold our baby in our arms," she 
added in her hospital room, 
feeling some pain as she had 
just returned from her weekly 
check. 

This was the second womb 
transplant to be performed in 
the world, the first being in 


Saudi Arabia in 2000 from a 
living donor, which failed 
after 99 days due to heavy 
clotting, media reports said. 
Doctors had to remove the 
organ. 

The doctors are confident 
that they have overcome 
those problems. Taking ad¬ 
vantage of working on a de¬ 
ceased donor, they were able 
to remove a wider tissue sur¬ 
rounding the womb to place it 
well inside the body of the re¬ 
cipient and longer vessels to 
support the organ. 

Immunosuppressive dmgs 
have also improved since that 
time, the doctors added. 

However, they are still cau¬ 
tious in declaring a complete 
success. 

Ozkan gives at least six 
months before delivering the 
patient to the test-tube baby 
experts, who will implant the 
embryos belonging to Sert and 
her husband, produced before 
the surgery. 

Lowering the dose of the 
drugs is critical for Sert to 
carry a healthy baby through 
pregnancy. 

Sert has already started to 
menstruate, which is an impor¬ 
tant sign that her womb is 
working. "We can see it from 
the ultrasound that the en¬ 
dometrium lining is perfect," 
Akar added. 

A woman can live without a 
womb, but the only chance for 
her to get pregnant is a trans¬ 
plant, doctors said. 

However the doctors want 
to remove the womb again 
after Sert has had her baby, to 
prevent any risks of rejection.

US study: 'Artificial leaf turns sunlight into fuel 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
US scientists have devel¬ 
oped an ’’artificial leaf’ that 
converts sunlight into a 
chemical fuel that could be 
stored and used later, ac¬ 
cording to a study published 
Friday. 

When placed in a con¬ 
tainer of water, the silicon 
solar cell — with catalytic 
materials on each side — 
generates oxygen bubbles 
on one side and hydrogen 
bubbles on the other, which 
can be separated and col¬ 
lected. 


searchers from Sun Catalytix, 
a solar-energy firm founded 
by Nocera. 

Nocera says the ’’leaf’ is 
made entirely of abundant, 
inexpensive materials. 

The sheet of semiconduct¬ 
ing silicon is coated on one 
side with a cobalt-based cat¬ 
alyst, which releases the oxy¬ 
gen, and on the other with a 


The gases could then be 
fed into a fuel cell that re¬ 
combines them into water 
while producing an electric 
current, according to lead re¬ 
searcher Daniel Nocera, of 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology (MIT). 

The device is the subject 
of a paper in the journal Sci¬

nickel-molybdenum-zinc 
alloy, which separates the 
hydrogen. 

”1 think there’s going 
to be real opportunities 
for this idea” Nocera said 
in a statement accompa¬ 
nying the article. 

’’You can’t get more 
portable, you don’t need 
wires, it’s lightweight, 
and it doesn’t require 
much in the way of addi¬ 
tional equipment, other 
than a way of catching 
and storing the gases that 
bubble off.” 


The device will not be 
ready for commercial pro¬ 
duction, however, until sys¬ 
tems are developed that can 
collect, store and use the 
gases, he said.

Facebook rolls out big 
changes to 'lock in' users 


(AFP)—Facebook on Friday 
began rolling out its biggest 
ever shake-up, in a move ob¬ 
servers say will not only pro¬ 
foundly alter how its 800 
million users interact with the 
site, but will keep them com¬ 
ing back for decades to come. 

The new ’’Timeline,” re¬ 
vealed last week by chief ex¬ 
ecutive Mark Zuckerberg 
will also likely shock some 
users, notorious for back¬ 
lashes in recent years over 
even small adjustments to the 
site, let alone a complete re¬ 
think of how their lives are 
presented to the world. 

The changes amount to 
the ’’heart of your Facebook 
experience, completely 
rethought from the ground 
up,” Zuckerberg told an an¬ 
nual developers conference. 

Rick Marini, CEO of the 
Facebook-focused ’’career 
network” BranchOut, which 
itself boasts millions of users, 
marveled this week in a con¬ 


ference call with marketers 
and reporters how the site 
had managed to build an en¬ 
during model. 

”If your Timeline be¬ 
comes an important part of 
your life — the diary of your 
life — Facebook may have 
just locked people in for the 
next 20 years,” Marini said. 

If Facebook is ’’where all 
of this happens, all your pic¬ 
tures, all your video, every¬ 
thing you’ve ever done,” he 
added: ’’you’re never going to 
leave.” 

Zuckerberg said his team’s 
main aim was ”to design a 
place that feels like your 
home.” 

Pete Cashmore, founder of 
influential tech blog Mash- 
able, this week anticipated 
the expected response from 
users in an article for 
CNN.com under the blunt 
headline, ’’You’ll freak when 
you see the new Facebook.” 


Major US 
atom-smasher 
closes after 
25 years 





Tevatron Headquarters in

CHICAGO (AFP) - A power¬ 
ful US atom-smasher that was 
the world's biggest particle col¬ 
lider for nearly a quarter-cen¬ 
tury closed forever last Friday, 
solidifying Europe's place as 
the world leader in physics. 

The Tevatron began its col¬ 
lider work in 1985, as part of 
the US Department of Energy's 
Fermi National Accelerator 
Laboratory, and its shutdown 
comes at a tough time for 
budget-squeezed US science 
and space programs. 

Tevatron has been over¬ 
taken by a more powerful atom 
smasher — the world's largest - 
- the Large Hadron Collider, 
built on the French-Swiss bor¬ 
der by the European Center for 
Nuclear Research (CERN), a 
consortium of 20 member na¬ 
tions. 

But in its day, the Tevatron 
made some major contribu¬ 
tions, including the identifica¬ 
tion of the top quark in 1995 
and the discovery in 2000 of 
the tau neutrino, an elusive 
piece of the Standard Model of 
Physics. 

Now the only part of the 
Standard Model left to identify 
is the Higgs-Boson particle 
which, if it exists, is believed to 
give objects mass. The Teva¬ 
tron helped physicists narrow 
down where it might be, but 
could not find it. 

The Tevatron, which cost 
about $50 million per year to 
operate, also led to a host of 
more concrete advances, chief 
among them the widespread 
use of magnetic resonance im¬ 
aging (MRI) machines for med¬ 
ical diagnosis. 

A Fermilab spokeswoman 
said there are no layoffs di¬ 
rectly tied to the shutdown. 
"Of the 600 scientists on the 
Tevatron, many will continue 
to analyze Tevatron data for 
the next two years and many 
are moving to other Fermilab 
experiments.” American physi¬ 
cists will now concentrate on 
more precise — and less expen¬ 
sive — questions at home and 
work with CERN on high-en¬ 
ergy projects like the search 
for the Higgs-Boson, some¬ 
times called the "God” particle.

Anti-Wall Street protesters fight 
on after 700 arrests 


Credit to enterprises 
expanded for the third 
consecutive month on Aruba 



NEW YORK (AFP) - US ac¬ 
tivists decrying corporate 
greed planned Sunday to fight 
on near Wall Street after more 
than 700 protesters were ar¬ 
rested on the Brooklyn Bridge 
as they defied police and 
stalled traffic. 

The activists, many of 
whom have been camped out 
in Manhattan for two weeks, 
were detained Saturday during 
their biggest demonstration yet 
against government-backed 
banking bailouts and corporate 
influence in US politics. 

Police said most of those 
arrested were issued criminal 
court summons and citations 
for disorderly conduct before 
being released later in the day. 

Only a "minimal amount" 
of protesters remained behind 
bars on Sunday, a New York 
Police Department spokesman 
told AFP, declining to provide 
exact figures. 

The "Occupy Wall Street" 
movement, inspired by pro¬ 
democracy Arab Spring move¬ 
ments roiling North Africa and 
the Middle East, planned to 
hold more meetings and fo¬ 
rums on Sunday a few blocks 
from the financial district. 

Its next march on Wall 
Street was set for Wednesday 
afternoon.

0.9 mil¬ 
lion), caused an expansion in 
the claims on the private sector 
in July 2011. On the other 
hand, there was a net outflow 
of funds to abroad of Afl. 46.7 
million resulting from higher 
import payments for invest¬ 
ment goods, which were in part 
offset by increased tourism re¬ 
ceipts, and net inflows from 
both foreign bank deposits of 
residents and long-term loans. 

During July 2011, the num¬ 
ber of stay-over visitors grew 
by 5,812 (+7.7 percent) com¬ 
pared to July 2010. This in¬ 
crease in visitors can be mostly 
attributed to the U.S. (+3,060 
visitors) and Venezuelan 
(+1,875 visitors) tourism mar¬ 
kets. Similarly, cruise tourism 
went up by 6.8 percent and 
preliminary figures of tourism 
receipts, as registered by the 
commercial banks and the 
CBA, recorded an 11.6 percent 
hike in July 2011 when com¬ 
pared to the same period of last 
year. 



The consumer price index 
(CPI) for July 2011 posted a 
5.0 percent jump compared to 
the same month of 2010, push¬ 
ing the 12-month average in¬ 
flation rate steadily upwards 
from 1.1 percent in June 2011 
to 1.5 percent in July 2011. 
The significantly higher CPI 
level of the recent months is 
only partially reflected in the 
12-month average inflation 
rate, due to the lagging effect 
caused by the method of calcu¬ 
lating inflation. Consequently, 
the expectation is that the 12- 
month average inflation rate 
will steadily increase in the 
coming months. 

Tax revenue rose by Afl. 
6.7 million in July 2011 com¬ 
pared to July 2010. The main 
factors behind this growth 
were the rise in receipts from 
taxes on income and profit 
(+Afl. 10.2 million) and from 
taxes on commodities (+Afl. 
2.2 million), while proceeds 
from taxes on property and 
taxes on services declined by, 
respectively, Afl.

Greenpeace demands action on illegal 
Spanish fishing 


THE HAGUE, (AFP) - Greenpeace called on the Nether¬ 
lands to ratchet up pressure on the European Commis¬ 
sion to address illegal fishing by the Spanish commercial 
fleet, the largest on the continent. Greenpeace on Sun¬ 
day released a 19-page report entitled "Ocean Inquirer" 
in which it looks at the state of European commercial 
fishing and names companies and individuals allegedly 
involved in illegal activities. The Spanish fleet, said the 
report, was by far the largest in Europe with a catch 
amounting to 24.2 percent of the EU's total haul. It will 
have received more than 1.1 billion euros ($1.4 billion 
dollars) in subsidies between 2007 to 2013, the report 
said.

BEIJING (AFP) - French 
Open champion Li Na was hu¬ 
miliated in front of her adoring 
home fans on Sunday, crashing 
out in the first round of the 
China Open in straight sets to 
unheralded Romanian quali¬ 
fier Monica Niculescu. 

Li's 6-4, 6-0 defeat was the 
second straight first round exit 
round for the 29-year-old, who 
made history as the first Asian 
to win a Grand Slam singles 
title in Paris in June. 

World number five Li 
dropped serve six times 
against Niculescu, slipping to 
defeat in just under 90 minutes 
in front of stunned home fans 
in the Chinese capital.

Michael Hoey held off fellow 
Northern Irishmen Rory Mcll¬ 
roy and Graeme McDowell to 
win the Alfred Dunhill Links 
Championship by two shots on 
Sunday.

"It hasn't sunk in yet and it 
won't for a while," Hoey ad¬ 
mitted. "It's taken a long time 
but I supposed in a weird way 
you enjoy it more because you 
have struggled through six

Hoey, 32, began the final

Salary cap still a stumbling block 
in talks 


NEW YORK (AFP) - NBA 
owners and players departed a 
lengthy negotiating session on 
week-end with a salary cap 
structure still a stumbling 
block to a labor deal that 
would allow the season to start 
on time. 

"We're still miles apart," 
players union executive direc¬ 
tor Billy Hunter said. "There's 
a huge bridge, gap, that I don't 
know if we're going to be able 
to close it or not." 

The two sides met for some 
seven hours on Saturday — 
their longest bargaining ses¬ 
sion since owners locked out 
players on July 1 — and 
planned to resume today. 

The salary cap is one of the 
major financial issues that sep¬ 
arate them, with owners want¬ 
ing a firm cap in place of the 
exemption-filled version pre¬ 
viously used. 


Division of revenue is an¬ 
other key financial topic. 

Commissioner David Stern 
said he had nothing to an¬ 
nounce in the way of cancella¬ 
tions, although with no deal in 
sight the remainder of the pre¬ 
season appears to be in jeop¬ 
ardy with regular-season 
games, scheduled to start on 
November 1, also under 
threat. 

The league has already 


wiped out training camps that 
were set to start next week and 
43 pre-season games have 
been called off. 

Stern did indicate that 
some progress of some sort 
has been made. 

Owners locked out players 
when the prior contract ex¬ 
pired, launching the first work 
stoppage in the NBA since the 
1998-99 season was reduced 
to 50 games per club.

BANGKOK (AFP) - Britain’s 
Andy Murray hammered Don¬ 
ald Young of America 6-2, 6-0 
in an awesome show of power 
on Sunday to win the ATP 
Thailand open, his third title of 
the season.
